4Bericaa Bngar Refining company 
:iia« the flrat wltaeei, aad all the Bein- 
%«re of the aabeommlttee, Metart. 
PUtt (Conn). Burnham and Teller 
iwere in attendance Senator Patter- 
een also was preB«at. Ottiert present 
•with Mr HaTemeyer were Arthur Don- 
Mr, treatnrer of the cempany, aad 
Henry C. Mott, Its raw sugar buyer. 
All of tiiem were iworn. Replying to 
qaeBtione by Senator Piatt, Mr. Have- 
aeyer said bli company was generally 
kaewB as the sugar tmst, and that Its 
refineries are located as follows: In 
New JerBey one. New York three, 
llassachusettB two. Pliiladelphia two, 
aad in New Orleans one. 

'^111 you," Senator Piatt asked, 
"tell the conamlttee how much Cuban 
sugar. If any. has been purchased and 
la now hold hy your company?" 

"Since early in February last we 
have purchased SO.OOe tons, or 26,000 
bags, or about 10 days' supply," re- 
plied the witness. "Of that quantity 
26.000 tuQK is now la proeasB of ahip' 
ment from Cuba." 

The prices paid had, he s^id, ranged 
from 11.76 to fl.98, the highest price 
being paid oa March 18 and the low- 
est on April 22. 

"Where do you buy your raw 
•agar?" 

"All over the world. In Cuba, Java, 
Hamburg, Trieste, the British West 
indips. South America, wherever su- 
gar is grown." 

, "Does the 50,000 tons you mentioned 
ffpresent {our entire purchases in Cu- 
«k since Jan. IT" 

"No; we have bought all toM 93,000 
tons of Cuban sugars during the pres- 
ent year, or about three fourthe of a 
month's supplje, our oonsunptlon be- 
ing about SB,OM tons par waik." 

"Do you control any sugar In Cuba 
other than that purchased?" 

"None wliatever in any manner." 

"Have you taken any options on Cu- 
baa sugars?" 

"I have not" 

"Have you made any adTaaca oa 

any Cuban Bugar?" 
"None whatever." 

"So that you wish to be uadersteod 
fif saying that the amooat fov have 
mentioned as having purchaaad ra^a- 

sents your entlrt- interest, direct aad 
Indirect, in Cuban sugars?" 

"That is the statement I make." 
Continuing, Mr. Havemeyer said the 
entire Cuban sugar crop Is about 750,- 
000 tons, but that murh of it has been 
withheld from the market in view of 
possible tarin (uncessions to be made 
by congress. On this account his pur- 
chases had been only about one-third 
of the average of other years. The 
purchases at the nutports had caused 
the sales there to be made on a parity 
with the beet sugar prices. 

Speaking of the capacity of his com- 
pany, he said that it refined 65 per 
cent of the American refined product. 

In reply to other questions, he said 
that the price of raw sugar in the 
Halted SUtes is fixed by the best mar- 
ket prices la Hamburg. The price 
there fixe* the selling price for the 
entire world, said Mr. Havemeyer. On 
the subject of the price of Cuban su- 
gura, ha said that bis company oonld 
not determine their price. 

"We hi^T*," he said, "B^ control over 
them whatever ; they doat beloag 
to aa." 

<l "Cuba has to sell her sagar 1» thla 
inarket, hasn't she?" 

"No; that is not trae. She eka sail 
in Baglajid, for Iniitance, if she i« de- 
sirous to do so. England could take 
the entire Cuban crop." 

Mr. Piatt then asked: "Suppose the 
United States should make a coBicesr 
slon of say 20 to 25 per cent la the 
tariff rates on Cuban sugar, couldn't 
you refuse to buy the Cuban product, 
escept at your own rates, and thus se^ 
cure the beaeftt of the coacession?" 

"In no way," was the reply. Cuba 
would be under ae obligatloaa to sell 
to us, because, as 1 have said, the 
Cuban producers could find other mar 
keta" 

"All the duty ,4m heea taken off of 
Porto Rlcan sugHir: do you get tfcat 

sugar auy cheaper on that foooaat?" 

"Not at all."

LMcaster, Pa., May 1.— The monu- 
ment at Bphrata, im memory of the 
Rovolvtloaary soldiers buried there, 
was unveiled and dedicated in the 
presence of a throng of many thou- 
aands, including Governor Stone, ex 
Oovernor Pattlson and other digni- 
taries. The eeremealea eoasisted of 
the firing of cannon, followed by hand 
concert*, receptions to the civil and 
military organizations participating in 
the aierelses. aad a reeeptloii to Gov- 
ernor Bfoaa. 

Addreaset were delivered by Gov- 
ernor Stone, ex Governor Pattlsnn and 
others. At the outbreak of the Kevo 
lullonary war the Zlonistlc Brother 
hood it Bphrata was under the direc- 
tion of Peter Miller, who rendered 
valuable servire to the Continental 
congress, and is said to have been, a 
friend of Washington. After the bat- 
tle of Braadywine about 500 wounded 
and sick Americaa soldlera were tak- 
en to Ephrata, where they were nurs- 
ed by the brothers and sisters of the 
community. Over 200 died from their 
wounds or camp fever and were in- 
terred on Zion hilL

Bengal City Devastated. 
Calcutta. May 1. — A tornado has de- 
vastated the city of Dacca and adjoin- 
ing town. Four hundred and sixteen 
I'ersons were killed. Crops were ruin 
ed throughout the district. Dacca, a 
city in Bengal, was a famous place in 
the history of British India It Is sit- 
uated 150 miles northeast of Calcutta 
In the seventeenth century it was the 
capital of Bengal. In 1800 it had a 
population of 200,000, and wal noted 
for its product of Ine muslins, which 
were known as "woven wind." Grow- 
ing imports of Manchester cottons 
ruined its industries, however, and by 
1891 the populatkm had dwindled to 

82,oee.

Columbus. O., May 1— The Burn 
bam redlstricting bill has reached the 
house, but not until it had caused no 
end of treable and worry to the mem- 
bers from Montgomery eouaty. The 
bill was supposed to have been mes- 
saged from the senate as soon as it 
was passed, but Speaker McKinnon 
maintaiaed that he had not seen It. 
In eonnectloB with the speaker's well 
known attitude against the bill, and 
the fact that another bill was held 
up for several days, there were inti- 
mations that the bill had been lost 
somewhere in the speaker's desk. 
Just before the noon recess was taken 
the bill was presented by the speaker. 

The Longworth taxation ripper was 
reported back to the house by the tsz- 
ation committee. As soon as the re- 
port was read. Representative Thomas 
moved that It be made a special order 
of business. This motion prevailed. 

The Comings bill to authorize the 
appointment of a commission to pre- 
pare • new municipal code was made 
half a law by the house. The bill pro- 
vides that the governor shall appoint 
four competent men to act with the 
attorney general In the preparation of 
a plan for -a uniform system of city 
govornmci.t in xho =tate. The bill car- 
ries an appropriatiuij of |5,000 to de- 
fray the expenses. 

The house passed the Price bill, in- 
troduced at the request of the State 
Chamher of Commerce. The bill pro- 
vides for a uniform system of public 
accounting and applies to all public 
offices of every class. 

Other bills were passed in the house 
as follows: To punish by fine the of- 
fense of taking taps and nuts off of 
any kind of vehicle with intent to 
cause injury; to authorize the erection 
of a state monument at the highest 
point on Missionary ridge to commem- 
orate -the services of all the Oblo reg- 
iments at Missioiiary ridge and Lovk 
out mountalB. The bill appropriates 
12SM0. 

The house concurred in thu senate 
amendment to adjourn sine die May 

12, and It is now definitely settled that 
the Seventy-fifth general assembly 
will adjoara the second Monday la 
May. 

A bill by Mr. Hypes of Clark county 
provides that all expenses of examin- 
ing bond Investment companies shall 
be paid out of the state treasury. The 
bill also requires that whenever en 
examlnatioa of this kind la made of 
an Ohio corporation In another state, 
the same rulv shall apply to corpora- 
tions organized in such states doing 
business in Ohio. The fees so charged 
shall be paid into the state treasury. 
A bill by Mr. Blnckley of Perry coun- 
ty applies the terms of the Hypes bill 
to building associations. 

The passage of the Jones bill cre- 
ates the office of state inspector of 
air hose and automatic couplings, 
whose duty it will be to look after 
this part of the machinery of the rail- 
roads. He is to receive an annual 
salary of 81.500. The appointment Is 
to be made by the state commissioner 
ef railroads and telegraphs, and he 
must have had seven years' practical 
experience in railroading.

Hon. Carl L. Nlppert retired as Ileu- 
teaaat goveraor and aa presldlag oS- 
cer of the . i .t handed- the gavel to 
his succesM I ttnatOT Prank B. Ar- 
cher, who was elected president pro 
tem. Ni^pert is to become probate 
Judge of Hamilton cowaty. Before re- 
tiring Senator Harris presented Mr 
Nippert with a loving cup as a token 
of the eateem in which he is held by 
the members of the senate. Senator 
Connell presented Mr. Nippert with 
an ivory gavel. He waa followed by 
Senator Royer. who. on behalf of the 
lady stenographers, presented the re- 
tiring presiding officer with a bouquet 
of roses.

After Beina Fatally Wounded. 
Davenport. Wash., May 1. — Particu- 
lars of a deaperato battle between ofl- 
cers of the law and desperadoes, 
which occurred at Almira. west ef 
here, have been rereivf d. As a result 
of the fight "Billy" Qibbons. one of 
the desperadoes, is. dead, and his part- 
aar aamed Wild la at large, though 
handcuffed. About two weeks ago. 
Gibbons and Wild round'ed up a band 
of horses to ship to Wyoming. Deputy 
Sheriff Nicholl of Okanogaa caaaty 
pursued them, aad Wild was captured 
in a hotol at Almira and turned over 
to a group of men In the hotel office. 
Gibbons was located in a saloon, and 
In a fight that foltowed Nicholl shot 
him in the side, arm and hip, but he 
managed to reach his herse. For 11 
miles Nlrholl pursued him, the men 
exchanging shot*! continually. When 
Gibbon s nmmunitlon was gone be 
threw down hia gun and surrendered. 
He was brought to Almira and died 
at midnight In the presence of his 
father and mother. Meanwhile Wild 
fought hia way oat Ot the hotel aUce 
and disappeared. 

A New Demand. 
Pittsburg, May 1.— The National As 
aociatioa of filaat Furnace Workers 
and Smeltera of America has sent 

copies of a new demard to tlio United 
States steel corporation, the Republic 
Iron and Steel company, the Besesmer 
association and the Independent fur- 
naces. The workers demand that on 
and after .Iiino l clRlit hours shall con- 
stitute a day * work at the same rate 
of pay now received for 12 hours, and 
that all ie*koar men shall be reduced 
to nine kaora a* the pfeaent rato of 
pay. The men are now working 12- 
hour turns. "Turn men" receive $2 
per 12 hours. enKineers and keepers 
82.50 and laborers 81.50 for 10 hours. 
If the demands of the aaaoeiatloa are 
granted it will mean the introduction 
of a third shift. This will mean the 
employment of additional keepers, 
helpers, blowing engineers and Allcrs

aboard the cruiser Chicago. 



Three More Seriously Injured. 
Philadelphia. Mav 1. — A niajoniy of 
the 28«glrls and young women injured 
in the paaic at the cigar factory of 
Harburger, Homan 4b Company, re- 
sulting In the death of elgvt employes, 
suffered principally from nervuiisnuss 
and shock, and went to their homes 
after treatmaat at the various hos- 
pitals. There are 10 victims still In 
the hospitals, and of these three are 
in a critical comjltion. They are: 
Mary Horanken. IT, fractured skull; 
Mary Altose, 17, concussioa of the 
brain; Mary Massio, 13, fractured 
akuU. 

Pour Young Felka Killed. 

Kewanee, III., May 1.— Four lives 
were lost here in an accident at the 
Main street crosalnj? of the Burlin;^' 
ton railroad. The Burlington fast mail 
train, eastbound, which runs throu^;h 
Kewanee wltbout stopping, ran down 
a carriage containing four young peo- 
ple, and all were Instantly killed The 
dead: Miss Maggie Keller, Kewanee; 
Miss Blanche Harding, Kewanee; Ca- 
petors, Oalva; T.. A. Emery, Qalva. 
The bodies of all were horribly man- 
gled. . 

A Vinegar Combine.

Pittsburg, May 1.— May day was 
lAhered In with strikes of most of the 
building trades for redaction in hours, 
more wages and adjustment of trades 
conditions. It is estimated that be- 
tween U,000 4nd 15,000 men are out, 
the trades involved being struettiral 
iroa workers, earpcatora, bricklayera. 
sheet meUl workera, aUte and tile 
rooferf!, inside electric wire workers, 
portable and hoisting engineers aad 
wood aad moUl lathers. The plum- 
bers' str*ke waa avarlat by tke aum- 
tcr plumbers' meeting Wedneaday 
night and eigning the advanced scale. 
The strikers will tie up work on all 
the large buildings In course of erec- 
tion la this olty. Numbers ef the lead- 
ing architects of the city have stopped 
the receipt of estimates on new work, 
and on Neme important contracts al- 
ready placed they have notified the 
contractors of ladatatto d^ior ia mak- 
ing contracts. Ope of the architects 
showed specifications on work aggre- 
gating 110.000.000. wiii( h is uelag held 
up by the labor trouble. 

Oa aaaaaal of the carpenters' strike, 
the largest plaaing mill operators 
tiav*- agreed to close their shops pend- 
ing a settlement of the trouble. 

Reports indicate that the number 
of men out will not exceed 8,000. A 
number of firms have signed the vari- 
ous trade organization, scales, and 
with the exceptions of the carpenters 
and btructural iron workers the 
strikes are not as extensive as ex- 
pected ▲ strike of 1,500 Icemea waa 
averted hy the principal compaalea 
slgalag the ac ale. 

Skilled Laborers Quit Work. 

Buffalo. May 1— It is estimated that 
more than 2.000 skilled laborers are 
on strike here. Most of these aie car- 
penters. a few structural iron workers 
and the rest plumbers. The carpen- 
ters, who are receiving 80 cents an 
hour, demand 37>^ cents the plumbers 
demand 83-60 per day an increase of 

Meeata, aad the iron workers ask for 
60 cents an hour. Fourteea contrac- 
tors, employing about 450 men, have 

agreed to pay their carpenters 37^ 
centF. Most of the contrax iois have 
conceded the demands of the struc- 
tural iron workers, but a few of the 
smaller oaea are holding out 

strike In Canada.
